the Married. 


NEW YORK, April 19.—The one 


outstanding result of the recent ques- 
tionnaire of the bureau of social hy- 
gient was that happiness predomi- 
nates in American homes. Only 116 
of the 1,000 married women who re- 
plied admitted they were unhappy. 
Eight hundred and seventy-two pro- 
claimed to the world that the waters 
on which their particular martial 
barks 
floated were as placid as a 


rock-shelled cove. Having discovered 
so much, the bureau now. focuses its 
attention on the causes of such un- 
happiness as exists. 
Dr. Katherine Bement Davis, gen- 


eral secretary 
of the 
New York 


bureau, explains that health played a 
small part, as the cause of unhappi- 
ness. Only two women gave sickness 
as the reason. - One said her 
own 


health was the disturbing element, the 
other attributed her tragic life to the 
ill-health of her husband. 


"Unfaithfulness," Dr. Davis says, 


"is given as the cause of woe by just 
a dozen; economic reasons (including 
inability of the husband to supply ade- 
quate support, including one case of 
desertion) 
accounts for fourteen of 


the cases of unhappiness; incompati- 
bility of temperament or interests 
leads the list, with forty cases. Of 
course, it is impossible to say exactly 
what incompatibility means. In a gen- 
eral way it may be taken to indicate 
just inability to get along together.

The favorite form of amusement at the state oapitol 


the past few weeks has been for each house to k)ll the 
bills passed by the other. 
Often no consideration is 


given the 'measures, but their slaugnter is decided upon 
because the members have suddenly got 'n a hurry to go 
home. Three out of four of the bills introduceo ha\ e 
heen or will be killed. The thousands of dollars they 
cost will all have been spent m vain. Other thousands 
of dollars is represented by the cost of the time spent 
in consideration of these bills by the house that passed 
them. The advocates of a single house have a fine ar 
gnment handed to them in this matter. 


The senate should amend the maintenance appropria- 


tion bill to 
supply every department of government 


that the legislature has decided to retain or which must 
he retained because they are created by the constitu- 
tion with an adequate amount of money No considera- 
tion of politics or political expediency should enter into 
the determination of the proper amounts. It is a lot 
more costly to the taxpayers to maintain a department 
such as the lailway commission on an appropriation 
that makes it ineffective to secure rate reductions than 
to give it an adequate sum. Money spent on departments 
that is not sufficient to make them effective is monev 
•wasted. Better abolish them than do this. 


One of the last moment biH= introduced by the gover- 


nor submits a constitutional 
amendment that would 


•permit the state to issue bonds for the financing, devel 
opment and ownership, of water power and for the pro 
duction of sand, cement and limestone, together with 
other natural resources for public purposes. The bill 
will get nowhere because it is too important a matter 
to be discussed and dissected in the closing hours of a 
legislative session, but it will make an excellent cam- 
paign material next year, as one of the worthy projects 
that the republican legislature turned down, without 
explaining why it was not considered. 


A national banker said the other day that there is a 


moral obligation resting on the state to make good 
the deficiencies m the state deposit guaianty fund that 
has delayed until the present time the payment of de- 
posits in banks that failed six months ago. He says that 
there are thousands of persons who deposited money in 
state banks under the impression that the state was 
guaranteeing the safety of their money. There was no 
more warrant for this belief than existed for the men 
who invested thousands in fly-by night stock companies 
that sot permits from the state that the state was 
guaranteeing the safety of their investments. W<- pass 
this on for consideration In committee of the whole.
